Mackinac Bridge south tower repainting resumes 


The final season of a four- 
year process to repaint the 
two towers of the Mackinac 
Bridge is expected to begin 
the week of May 11. Con- 
tractor Seaway Painting of 
Livonia, which completed 
the 2017-18 project to strip 
the north tower down to 
bare metal and repaint it, 
also was awarded the latest 
low-bid contract to repaint 
the bridge's south tower. 
Work is expected to resume 
Monday, May 11. 

As with the north tower, 
this is the first time the 
south tower has been com- 
pletely stripped and re- 
painted the iconic ivory 
color. Painting of the south 
tower began during the 2019 
season and is scheduled to 
be completed by this fall. 

"This painting work is 
weather dependent, and the 
weather has now improved 
to where the project can re- 
sume," said Mackinac 
Bridge Authority Executive 


Secretary Kim Nowack. "As 
has been the case the last 
three seasons, this work will 
require lane closures on the 
bridge near the tower, in- 
cluding some intermittent 
closures while Seaway 
stages equipment, so we ask 
that customers use extra 
caution when crossing." 

Closures on the north- 
bound lanes will be lifted on 
Fridays and on southbound 
lanes on Sundays during 
peak traffic weekends. Lane 
closures also will be re- 
moved as needed for other 
high-traffic volume times, 
such as holidays. 

The south tower repaint- 
ing began with stripping 
and painting on some of the 
tower's interior "cells," 
along with installation of an 
enclosure for painting the 
outside of the tower. The 
portions of the tower below 
the bridge deck are expected 
to be painted this year. 

The original paint is lead- 
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based and Seaway is re- 
quired to contain 100 per- 
cent of the paint as it is 
removed and ship it to an 
appropriate landfill facility. 
The new paint, which is 
zinc-based, is expected to 
last at least 35 years, with 
periodic maintenance. The 
south tower contract is for 
just less than $6.5 million 
and Seaway is required to 
complete the project by Dec. 
31, 2020. The contract to re- 
paint the north tower was 
just less than $6.3 million. 
Until the 1970s, the bridge 
authority hired contractors 
to spot paint the bridge tow- 
ers as needed. Since the late 
'70s, MBA employees have 
handled that task. 
Construction on the 
Mackinac Bridge began in 
May 1954 and the completed 
structure was opened to 
traffic on Nov. 1, 1957. The 
MBA's sole source of fund- 
ing is from tolls and fees col- 
lected, with all revenue used 


to maintain, operate and 
protect the bridge. More in- 
formation about the bridge 
can be found at www.Macki- 
nacBridge.org.

wave.” 

“This is great news for 
dealerships across the state,” 
said Doug North, President of 
North Brothers Ford. “We ap- 
preciate the governor’s lead- 
ership, and we welcome the 
opportunity to serve our cus- 
tomers in a way that helps 
keep everyone safe from the 
showroom floor to the open 
road.” 

The governor also signed a 
separate order, Executive 
Order 2020-97, updating a 
prior rule on workplace 
safety. Per the amended 
order, reopened outpatient 
health-care facilities, includ- 
ing clinics, primary care 
physician offices, and dental 
offices, will have to adopt 
strict protocols to prevent in- 
fection. The Department of 
Licensing and Regulatory Af- 
fairs will issue guidance to 
aid those facilities in adopting 
appropriate safeguards. 

As before, businesses main- 
taining in-person activities 
must adopt social distancing 
practices and other mitiga- 
tion measures to protect 
workers. They must, among 
other things, provide COVID- 
19 training to workers that 
covers, at a minimum, work- 
place infection-control prac- 
tices, the proper use of PPE, 
steps workers must take to 
notify the business or opera- 
tion of any symptoms of 
COVID-19 or a suspected or 
confirmed diagnosis of 
COVID-19, and how to report 
unsafe working conditions. 

“With today’s announce- 
ment, physicians and health 
care providers in Michigan 
are ready to resume taking 
care of patients,” said Dr. 
Bobby Mukkamala, president 
of the Michigan State Medical 
Society. “It is time for patients 
to catch up on the care that 
has been deferred for the past 
two months. We encourage 
the citizens of Michigan to 
tend to their health and pro- 
tect each other by following 
public health guidance to pre- 
vent spread of this virus.” 

Consistent with the gover- 
nor’s previous Safer at Home 
orders, any individual able to 
medically tolerate a face cov- 
ering must wear a covering 
over his or her nose and 
mouth—like a homemade 
mask, scarf, bandana, or 
handkerchief—when in any 
enclosed public space. Michi- 
ganders who are not working 
as critical infrastructure 
workers or at a business that 
has been authorized to reopen 
should stay home to protect 
themselves and their families 
from the spread of COVID-19.

There will be three members 
elected to the Board of Edu- 
cation for full terms of 6 
years ending in 2026 and one 
member for a partial 4-year 
term ending in 2024. Only 
one member, Jeff Mercer, has 
announced he will run again 
for another 6-year term. 

Superintendent Pat Little 
states, “Having a strong 
Board of Education is the 
cornerstone of any success- 
ful school system. I encour- 
age citizens to consider 
serving the Boyne commu- 
nity by running for the 
Board. Primarily, the Board’s 
function is to provide high- 
level guidance to the Super- 
intendent, who in turn leads 
and manages the district 
with the support of the ad- 
ministrative team, and all 
staff.

DNR seeks hunter input on deer regulations 


A new package of deer 
hunting regulations designed 
to simplify rules and remove 
barriers to participation was 
introduced to the Michigan 
Natural Resources Commis- 
sion Thursday at the commis- 
sion’s regular monthly 
meeting, which was con- 
ducted in an online and con- 
ference call format due to 
COVID-19 public health and 
safety concerns. The regula- 
tions, proposed for the 2020 
deer hunting season, are 
scheduled for an NRC vote in 
June. 

Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources deer pro- 
gram experts say the regula- 
tions, if approved, will 
provide additional opportuni- 
ties and cost savings for 
hunters and offer flexibility 
in how hunters pursue deer. 
The DNR uses existing and 
projected data to gauge the 
impact of proposed regula- 
tions. The data shows that the 
projected changes will not 
have a significant negative ef- 
fect on the deer herd or the 
quality of deer hunting. 

“These recommendations 
are aimed at making it easier 
for hunters of all ages and ex- 
perience levels to enjoy a 
Michigan outdoor tradition, 
while at the same time facing 
the present and future chal- 
lenges of managing the 
state’s deer population,” said 
Chad Stewart, the DNR’s 
deer, elk and moose program 
leader. “We hope that hunters 
across the state will take the 
opportunity to review the 
regulations and share their 
opinions, because their feed- 
back is critical in shaping the 
future of deer hunting.” 

Proposed regulation 
changes include: 

Statewide 

° Change Liberty and 
Independence hunt qualifica- 
tions to include deaf people. 

. Allow mentored 
youths (age 9 and younger), 
junior license holders (age 10- 
16) and apprentice license 
holders to be exempt from 
antler point restrictions in all 
seasons, in all deer manage- 
ment units (DMUs) and under 
all licenses. 

. Require a 60% sup- 
port threshold from a survey

to prompt the DNR to recom- 
mend antler point restric- 
tions (APRs) to the NRC, as 
decided by the 2019 APR work 
group. This replaces the 66% 
support threshold recom- 
mended by previous APR 
work groups. Additionally, 
failed APR initiatives would 
face a 10-year moratorium be- 
fore another initiative would 
be considered. 

. Change the 
statewide limit for antlerless 
license purchase to 10 per 
hunter. This limit offers max- 
imum opportunity for those 
who wish to manage abun- 
dant deer on their property. 

. Require hunter or- 
ange to be visible on occupied 
ground blinds. 

. Standardize baiting 
practices (eliminate the re- 
quirement to use single-bite 
baits in select counties) dur- 
ing the Liberty and Independ- 
ence hunts for hunters with 
disabilities. 

Upper Peninsula 

. Allow Upper Penin- 
sula archers to resume pur- 
suing antlerless deer in all 
DMUs with their deer/deer 
combination license. 

° Remove remnant 
APRs on the deer license in 
parts of DMU 122. 

Lower Peninsula 


. In addition to the 
archery season, allow antler- 
less deer to be taken on the 
deer/deer combination li- 
cense during the firearm and 
muzzleloader seasons in all 
Lower Peninsula DMUs. 

° Open early and late 
antlerless seasons in all 
Lower Peninsula mainland 
DMUs. 

. Allow antlerless 
deer to be taken on a 
deer/deer combination li- 
cense during both the early 
and late antlerless seasons in 
the Lower Peninsula. 


. Change antlerless 
quotas in select DMUs. 
° Shorten muzzle- 


loader season in the southern 
Lower Peninsula to 10 days 
and extend the late antlerless 
season to provide consistency 
between all regions of the 
state. 

. Allow legal firearms 
to be used during the muzzle- 
loader season in the southern 
Lower Peninsula. 

. Scale carcass move- 
ment restrictions to areas 
most affected by chronic 
wasting disease. This eases 
some of the movement re- 
strictions in parts of the state 
with a lower risk of harvest- 
ing a CWD-positive animal 
while still applying those re- 


strictions to areas with the 
highest risk. 

. Resume four-point 
restriction on combination li- 
cense in select DMUs in the 
Lower Peninsula. 

. Continue the ex- 
panded archery season 
through Jan. 31 for one more 
year in Wayne, Oakland and 
Macomb counties. 

Read the full NRC proposal 
memo or the justifications be- 
hind the 2020 proposed regu- 
lation changes at 
Michigan.gov/Deer. 

Hunters are encouraged to 
review the proposed regula- 
tions and share their feed- 
back either through an 
anonymous survey or by 
email to NRC@Michigan.gov. 
All comments must be re- 
ceived by June 5 and will be 
shared with members of the 
Michigan Natural Resources 
Commission. 
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Firefighters fight back large blaze near Grayling 


CRAWFORD COUNTY -A 
total of about 70 homes near 
Grayling were evacuated last 
Thursday, May 21, as fire- 
fighters battled a fire in pri- 
vately owned jack pine 
stands in Crawford County. 

The M-72 Fire, estimated at 
about 105 acres, was reported 
at approximately 5 p.m. along 
M-72 between Stephan Bridge 
Road and S. Horseshoe Trail, 
about 8 miles east of 
Grayling. The fire, which 
burned a swath about 1 mile 
long and 0.2 miles wide, was 
contained around 8:30 p.m. 
Evacuated residents were 
able to return to their homes 
shortly after 9 p.m. Two out- 
buildings were destroyed. 

Despite recent rain in the 
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northern Lower Peninsula, 
after a few days of dry condi- 
tions, sunny skies and 
warmer temperatures, the 
fire danger in Grayling was 
high Thursday. Jack pine is 
one of the most prevalent 
tree species in the Grayling 
area and its seeds are re- 
leased by fire, making it very 
fire-prone. It was this combi- 
nation of weather and fuels 
that led to the M-72 Fire. 

Multiple agencies cooper- 
ated to contain the fire: 

¢ The US. Forest Service 
provided critical air and 
ground support to DNR per- 
sonnel. Air operations in- 
cluded four U.S. Forest 
Service Fire Bosses (single- 
engine air tankers), one U.S. 


Forest Service fixed-wing 
“Air Attack” aircraft, two 
U.S. Forest Service helicop- 
ters and a DNR spotter (de- 
tection) plane. 

¢ Ground operations con- 
sisted of 20 DNR firefighters, 
US. Forest Service firefight- 
ers and Grayling, South 
Branch, Beaver Creek and 
Frederic township fire de- 
partments. 

¢ Law enforcement also as- 
sisted, including the Craw- 
ford County Sheriff's 
Department, Grayling City 
Police, Michigan State Police, 
U.S. Forest Service law en- 
forcement and DNR conser- 
vation officers. Fire crews 
will continue fire suppres- 
sion and mop-up efforts 
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throughout the day today. 

The cause of the fire is un- 
known and is currently 
under investigation. 


TAKE PRECAUTIONS 
AGAINST FIRE 


The DNR reminds every- 
one to take precautions while 
doing yard work and engag- 
ing in outdoor activities this 
spring. 

¢ Get a burn permit at 
Michigan.gov/BurnPermit 
and check local weather and 
fire danger before burning 
debris. 

¢ Burn debris in barrels 
with metal screens, if possi- 
ble.

¢ Clear any vegetation 
around your burn area.
